'riioro nro nbuiit 7i") ,vliito families in all, 
mid about 2,U00 Kdntuiiiiy Indians, wlio 
aro all armed with Martiui-Hunri rlHcs. 
Should uii outbriiiik- hccui- the whites 
would bo utterly dofenoolosa, Tlioy are 
120 miles from the JSforthem Pacilio ro.id 
at Rovalli. At this .time there is much 
snow and rain, and travel would be al- 
most impossible. They would be but- 
chered before {,'"''''"0 one-thirtl of the 
way. Groat exciteinont also prevails at 
Pocatullo, Idaho, on account of the clo.s- 
iiig of all places of business on tho 
rtiHorvntion by onlor of l!io liidii,u 
uj^eiit, actinia under iiistnicl imiH from 
Washington. Sjiuci.-il imticcH arc beiii^' 
posted ou all busineaa houses declariiiL; 
them closed, and tho buildings orocteil 
since September Ist, 1888, are subject to 
confiscation, thereby rendering two 
thousand people honielosa. That it is thu 
determination of the citizens to prevent 
the Indian police from ilcHtfoymg their 
property is very mauilVrtt. Strenu()iis 
ellorts are being luiido to settle tho dilii- 
eully, and if that is not accomplished 
thoro nuiy be trouble.

They 
fouuti the body of Clarke lying on the 
floor near the counter with a bullet hole 
in his loft breast. The theory advanced 
by tho police ie that two men ontoted the 
store for tho puri)ose of robbery. Clarko 
evidently otfered resistance and in the 
struggle a revolver wan diachargcd. Noth- 
ing was taken from the stove, r.rid the sum 
of $53, which was in the dead man's 
pocket, v&B Mb untouched.

— A special to 
the Timts Demucnit from Port Gibson, 
Miss., says ; A stjuad of men from Vicks- 
burg came here last night aud this morn- 
ing, boarded tho southbound train, and 
flourishing pistols, took Wesley Thomas, 
(colored), from the deputy sliorills, who 
were conveying him to Natchez for safe 
keeping. After getting possession of tho 
prisoner the squad started with him iu the 
direction of Vicksburg, niid it is under- 
stood lynched him on tho edge of the big 
blrvck swamp. Thomas had attempted to 
outrage a young lady iu Vickaburg. 

Ot Interett lo Liquor Ueiilert. 
Watbbiao, Fob. 22.— Application 
for an injunction to restrain tho Ameri- 
can Express Co. from transporting linnors 
from outside this state to liKhfpondence 
in this sUite have boon denied by .Itidge 
May, on the ground that it would inter- 
fere with interstate coniinercc It is be- 
lieved that on the strength of this decisiou 
the wholesale dealers in liquor in river 
cities will establish warehouses in the 
adjoining states and ship liquor from 
there into Iowa.

A DlsaatroaH Fire. 
ToPBKA, Kans., Feb. 22.— One of the 
moat disastrous fires in the history of this 
city occurred this morning. A four storey 
building on Kansaa avenue was burned to 
tho ground. The entire building was 
occupied by the Crane Publishing Com- 
pany, tlie most oxten.sivo eatabliKhment of 
tho kind in the west. Crane's loss is 
9226,000; insurance, $50,000. One 
hundred and fifty hands are out of em- 
ployment.

8ennle Proeeedlngs. 

Washinotox, Feb. 22. — In the aonato 
to-day a joint resolution providing for ad- 
ditional telegraphic facilities during the 
uiaugurid ceromonios was passed. Tho 
sundry civil appropriation bill was taken 
ap, tho ponding question being tho eelo- 
Lration of tlie centuiinial of tho coiiatilii- 
tion. Tlie amendment was linally agreed 
to, declaring April 'Mth, 1889, a national 
h'jliday, and inviting otlicers of 
tlie United States and representatives of 
foreign governments to attend, and also 
ti invite the Chief .Justice of the Supremo 
Court to deliver a suitable oration, and an 
appropriation of 83,000 to defray the ex- 
jiensos of carrying out the arrango- 
ments. After some further amend- 
ments tbe civil service bill passed. 
The agrioultunil appropriation bill was 
then taken up and passed. Tlie house 
amendment, reducing tho pension to tho 
widow of Gen. Sheridan, was non-con- 
curred in, and tho conference asked a d.i- 
bate upon the resolution looking to a re- 
vision of tho election laws. Thia took 11 1) 
tho balance of the session until adjourn- 
ment. 

Keprlttvcd a Third Time. 

Tucson, Ariz., Feb. 22.— Tho Papago 
Indian, Fermina, who killed a white man 

named Ford last summer, and who was to 
bo hanged for tho crime to-morrow, hii.i 
lieen respited by tho governor until .\piil 
llltli. This is a tbinl reprieve, tho ca.-;e 
having beiitj appealed L(j tlie United yi^itr-i 
su|)remo court, which has not yuJ ren- 
dered a decision. 

Aftoiupird Ineciidnrlsiu. 

— At an early 
hour this morning incendiaries made iiu 
attempt to liiiin the handsome Steinman 
block in this city with a iinaiitity (jf wool 
among the charrtid wood work. Tlie tire 
dep'irtnient was promptly on hand anil 
oxtiiigtiialied the tlanioa, but not before 
§1000 damages had been done. This is 
the third attempt tu burn the property 
within three months, 

Tircntjr Below Zero. 

Chic AGO, Feb, 22. — To-day is conceded 
to have been the coldest of tho winter iu 
this city and vicinity, tho tlieriiioineter 
ranging from zero to live below. At 
Waterloo, Iowa, the temperature foil oli 
detrrooa in twelve hours and regiatereil Ui 
below at 6 o'clock tu-uight. At Minne- 
apolis to-night it is 29 below zero, with \ 
high wind. 

Row Iu the i^eiinle. 

Wa-suixoto-V, Fob. 22. — An altercation 
took place late this afternoon in ono of 
the committee rooms of tho senate, be- 
tween Senator Blackburn and Sonator 
Chandler. Reliable details are lacking, 
but rumor has it that certain unpleasant 
epithets were applied to Blackburn by 
Mr. Chandler, and that Ohandler was 
physically assaulted.

To-day both mother and son aro sulForing 
fiom rabies, and it is thought neither can 
recover.

.Sir .lohii Slacdonald, replying to these 
re])reauiitalioiis, ])ointotl out that there 
conki be 110 alterations in the birilf with- 
out the coiiacut of representatives of tbo 
people. tJreat diflicnlty will be e.\peri- 
eueed in carrying through the house tho 
proposal to increase the duty 011 flour. 
Probably a majority of the mem- 
bers from the maritime provinces 
would oppose it. Tho members fnun 
British Columbia, he thought, would bo 
in the same category, and ho fearetl also 
tliere would bo some oppoaition from the 
province of Quebec. The people had g(jt 
it ingrained in their constitutions that 
any increuao in the duty on flour would 
increase the price to the consumer. Ho 
could, however, quite understand the uti- 
favorable position in which the milleia 
now stood. Ho supposed Canadian mil 
let s could not obtain a sufficient quantity 
of Canadian wheat for their purposes, al- 
though as tho Northwest developed that 
objection would die out. As the case 
stood, however, their grievance was a 
practical one, and all that he could say 
was the government would give the mm - 
tor its moat serious consideration. Ho 
noticed a number of members of parlia- 
ment [ireseiit, and it would be for tliom lo 
see what personal iiitluenco they could 
bring to bear on the other members of 
the house. It would be useless for the 
government to bring down a proposal to 
ha\'o it defeated. The delegation then 
withdrew. 

Senator Macdonald, of British Colum- 
bia, is evidently not satisfied with the way 
the Imperial authorities have been pro&e- 
cutiiig tho work of constructing fortifica- 
tions at Esquimau, and he will inaugurate 
a discussion on the question next week. 

Tbo request of the Vancouver Smelting 
Works for an increase of duty on loid is 
opposed by some of the British Columbia 
members. 

The House, to-day, had a very unim- 
portant sitting, being mainly in commit- 
tee of supply. 

David Mills questioned the government 
about tbo report that tho United States 
were to sell the seized Canadian sealers 
and asked for correspondence on the sub- 
ject. 

Hon. Mr. Foster announced the budget 
for Tuesday after next.

The Warm Boceptlon Qlyen te Sbipwreekeil

San Fhancirco, Feb.21. — Advices fro.ii 
China and Japan, per steamship Oielic, 
state that tbo British ship Anglo Indian, 
Gapt.

The Witiit'Hs i'ifjott Admits that tlic 
Letters were Forfferios. 



General Belief that I'leott Illiiiselt la the 
Author of tbe blotters— 'I'hn " Pall Mall (iiiz- 
utte'' Jubilant Over the Kesult uf the Kvi- 
(leucn and Aiuiouiices the Collapse of the 
'' Times'' Case— Mr. Walter will Hear the 
Expensfl of tho Suit lliiusdf, Even If He 
Has tu Mcll His Estates to Kaise the Honey. 



London, Fob. 22. — The Pigott examin- 
ation before the Paroell cummissidn was 

continued to-day. Ho confessed to Sir 
Charles Russell that tbo atatements made 
iu his letter to A I'chbi.sliop Walah were 
untrue, and admitted tliat 111 his opinion 
tho I'arnell letters were not genuine. He 
thought tho 'gan letters, however,' were 
genuine. Pigott's t stimony caused a 
great sensation. When Sir Charles 
Russell put the direct question to him, 
witness would not swear ho had not told 
Archbishop Walsh that the alleged Par- 
null letters were forgeries. He said he 
was greatly distrc.s - i when ho wrote to 
the archbishop. Pigott said ho declared 
to Archbiahup Walsh that he was not tho 
fabricator of the letters. In response tu 
Sir Charles Russell, witness said that he 
did not know the fabricator. Ho did not 
believe that the letter were 
forged. He admitted he had been 
financial straits since 1881. 

Pigott admitted having written to Arch- 
bishop Walsh that the evidence which 
would be produced before the ooinmoiiii 
eould be rendered harmless by the ex- 
posure of the means by which it had been 
obtained. Witness admitted receiving 
tho letter from Archbishop Walsh, men- 
tioned yesterday. Ho wiis very niuoli 
listresseil for money when he wrote to 
the archbishoj), and hoped that the latter 
would aubmit the matter to the Parnell- 
ites and induce them to provide means 
for him to leave the country in return for 
the information he would give. Sir Chas, 
Russell 80 closely questioned Pigott at 
this point that he voluntarily exclaimed 
"Imayas well say at once that my statement a 
to Archbishop Walsh were unfounded. 
(Sensation.) They were exaggerations 
with a very little truth. RIy statement 
to the archbishop that I could nullify the 
evidence by exposing the discreditable 
moans by which it was sought to institute 
proceedings, was also unfounded." Wit- 
ness wrote to Walsh a^in May 6th, offer- 
ing further information. Sir Charles 
Russell quoted from a letter written by 
Pigott to Archbiahop Walsh on May 12tli. 
Witness could not say what "latest proposi 
tion" mentioned in the letters meant. He 
only remembered making one proposition, 
namely, that compromising letters had 
been shown to him which could be sup 
pressed or secured. His opinion being 
H.'ikp.d ronnerniiip tlioir gonuiiienoKS. wit- 
ness stated the Parnell letters were rather 
doubtful. Pigott Would not swear that he 
had not told Walsh that tho letters were 
forgeries (sensation). Ho doubted tho 
genuineness of the letters because he was 
unable to identify the handwriting in any 
of them. He believed the Egan 
letters wore genuine, but would 
not swear they were. He ad- 
mitted having asked Walsh not 

believe tbtit be (witness) waa the fabri- 
cator of tho letters. Sir Clias. Ku.ssoll 
aalf.id witness if he know who did fabri- 
cate t:io letters ? Witnesa said he did 
not, nor did ho believe rhay were fabri- 
cated. Tho letter from Pigott to Mr. 
Forater, chief secretary for Ireland under 
Gladstone, was read. In this letter Pi- 
gott offered to furnish papers which would 
break up tho league, in consideration of 
£1,500, finally retlucing the sum to £1,- 
000. Forstor refused to accept the 
otTer. Witness continued by say- 
ing that since 1881 ho had been very 
much pressed for money. Sir Charlo.s 
Russell produced many oil:'! letters, in- 
cluding 0110 from I'igott ti) i iKter aakini/ 
for a loan, and ao liotly jireased the a-ii- 
nesa with questions that ho soeinod to 
have forgotten overythiiig. 

The evidence given by Pigott before the 
commission has had a startling efl'ect upon 
public opinion, and tho matter is almost 
the sole topic of conversation in all circles. 
In and out of the lobbies of the commons 
the conviction is rapidly becoming gene- 
ral that Pigott himself is the forger 
of the so-called I'/fiiell letters, anil 
the Tories vie with tho Pai- 
nellitea in the depth of their con- 
doninatiou of the wretch. Tho Fall iSIall 
Gazattc publishea a long lender, triumph- 
ant in tone, this afternoon, in which it 
declares that the ccdlapse of tho Times' 
case, brought about by tho testimony of 
Macdonald, Houston and Pigott, has 
made borne rule for Ireland a foregone 
conclusion. It is asserted that Mr. Walter, 
who was mainly responaiUe for tho Times' 
crusade against Parnell, will personally 
bear all the expenses and costs incurred 
by the paper in conducting the case be- 
fore the commission, even if he has to sell 
his estates to raiao tho money. Thisresolve 
is believed to bo the result of n stormy in- 
terview between Mr. Walter and his co- 
partners in tho proprietorship of the 
Tiinei, in which the matter of tho paper's 
inability to pay its usual dividend waa the 
foremost topic of discussion, and Waltor'a 
sudden rduouncement of his intention to 
go to ,Nioe to recuperate is undoubtedly 
.'inothor result of that heated meetjng.

•lightly felt tliis year, but aucceeding 
years would demonstrate more clearly the 
folly, selfishness and short-sightodncHh 
of their action. We believe that if a vote 
was taken nine-tenths of the lato' 
payers of Victoria would endorse the ex 
tension of the limits. 

A PEEPARATION NECESHAHY. 

The Speech from the Throne on the 

opening of the Imperial Parliainunt de 
serves and will obtain the most sonouB 
consideration, not only of tho represonta 
tivoa of the nation, but of the nation it 
self. Tho language put in tho mouth ut 
the Soverign by her Ministers is alway 
studiously niodeiato. (Jreat care is taken 
to avoid anything tliat bears the appear- 
ance of exaggeration or orerstatomenc 
Every word of the Speech has been care- 
fully weighed. There is not an oxpros 
lion in it that is not signiiicant. And itfc 
framers exhaust their ingenuity in en 
deavoring to convey their meaning in the 
most moderate terms and in the moat dis 
paaaionate manner consistent with clear 
neas and eaiiieHtness. When, therefor 
the Queen i.s niailo to say — "In view of 
tlie inerea.sed oxpenditKro ii>x war of (.ihi 
nations, it is necess-iry for iia to ilicreai 
the precautions hitherto taken for the pn 
teotion of our commerce. My relatiunt. 
with foreign powers are at present friend 
ly, but I have no right to assume that thii- 
condition is impossible to change. " Peo 
pie may be sure that Hor Majesty's Oov 
ernment are convinced that serious daiigoi 
is impending. And it is not surprising 
that the (^tuoou'a advisers have com 
to this conclu.siiiii. .Sduro-.i of infoi'iiia 
tion are open In them lo wliicb the or^lin 
ary obaerver has not access. Those win 
are privileged to see the inner workingt 
of the great European go^ernmental 
miacHtne must have a clear idea of the 
significance of its niovemeuta than a mere 
spectator from the outaido. But even 
the superficial observer must sco thut tht 
European power whioh desires to hold itt 
own must be prepared for atl.'ick at any 
moment. All the gniat nations ol 
Europe have long ln'i n iiniiing, and tlu 
work of preparing for war is still going on 
with unremitting energy. Germany, 
France, Italy, Austria and Bussia have 
Ibiig 'nisbunded with tlid dang of military 
preparation. They' have expended mil- 
lions. upon millioiia in. the purchase of war 
material, and almost ever]^ man corn pos- 
ing those nations is a trained soldier. 
Thoy have, besides, gone on increasing 
their standing armies until they exceed 
in numbers nny thing that the world has 
ever seen. Huropo may bo said to bo from 
the Ural Mountains to the Atlantic a 
a great' military camp. The iiavioa, too, ol 
these nations have been greatly increased 
' of late years. Many of them own ships 
uf war of the most forniidabld kind; How 
can a Eiiropoan nation which has much tu 
loao be careless of hor defences at such a 
time? Thoro is no knowing wlint com 
binntiuns may bo made or how soon 
Great I'ritain may be called ujion to du 
fond all she holds dear. it is believed 
that with her present arinainont she ia far 
from beinti; invulnerable. The iimn in the 
best poBition to judge of tho requiromonta 
of the crisia believe that it ' is Tieoessftry 
for tho British nation to place itself in 
HUOh * atato of .defauce that attack, oonie 



from what quarter it may, need not be, 
feared. The European volcano mayburati. 
at any moment, and it may be too late to 

prepare when tho foe is at the door. 
The Queen's Speeoli will no doubt rouse 
tho spirit of tho nation and tho money 
that may bo required to make it invin- 
cible, however large the amount, will no 
doubt be forthcoming. 

.1 CONTRAST. 

Tho manner in which the Provincial 
(Jovernment has treated the quartz minor 
is in striking contrast with tho way in 
which h6' has .been dealt- l^r. tho ;Jf?der»l 
Gov^riimont.'- ' The ' Prbvihoialii.QdTem- 
raerifcVh'aa'^Ten'him every possible en- 
couragement. It has apent large 'sums in 
making roads to tiio mining districts and 
jn order to encourage capitalists to invest 
their money inthe industry it places aliens 
on tho same footing as regards claima a.s 
Uritiah subjects. It has enacted mining 
laws whoso object it ia to givo tho miner 
all tho encouragement which can be ex- 
tended to him by legislation. It has erect- 
ed test works iii order that he may know 
at once with the least possible expense the 
value of the ore he mines, and bonuses 
have been offered for the erection of smelt- 
ing works. It has loaned largo sums of 
money ou easy terms, and has liberally 
bonused companies. The Federal 
(jovernmeut on the other hand ex- 
orcises its authority to plaoo a heavy 
burden upon the shoulders of tho 
miner whom the local government h 
doing its best to help. Instead of en 
couragiug him it does all it can to discour 
age him. It subjects him to a heavy tint 
for having the presumption to attempt 
to extract scold from the moun- 
ain3 of British Columbia. After 
he Provincial (iovenuuont has done all it 
an to induce the capitalist to liiid tho gold 
hat lies hidden in tho rocks and inoun- 
ains of the province, the Federal (iov" 
onimont 3tej)8 in and tella hiiu that he 
cannot crush a pound of oro without pay- 
ing it heavy tribute. We are greatly sur- 
prised to find that the authorities iu Otta- 
wa hesitate for a single moment to remove 
the duty that has been most improperly 
imposed on mining machinery. Thoy 
lught to aee that if the Provincial Govern- 
neiit considers that the progress of the 
province requires it to make great efforts 
to encourage and assist tho quartz mining 
industry, it ia injuring; it moat seriously 
to burden that iiidii. : ly with an oppressive 
Uity on the machinery neeeasary for its 
prosecution. The injury, too, they can- 
not help seeing, is a wanton one, for ifc is 
inflicted on a struggling industry, needing 
iknd deserving help, without benefiting in 
the slightest degree any other Canadian 
industry or interast. It is not pleasant to 
see tlie Federal Government pulling down 
what the Provincial Government is en- 
lea voring to build up. 



EMFLOYERS AND EMPLOYED. 



The strike at tho Union Minos again 
brings uj) for discussion, what are the 
rights of workmen, and what are the 
rights of employers < lliive tho workmen 
a right to dictate to Llieir uniiiloyora how 
they shall condaci their business — whom 
they shall employ and whom dischargo, 
and what machinery thoy shall use; and 
has the emplo}'or a right to compel the 
workmen to give him his labor on any 
terms he may choose tn offer ? If both 
classes could come to a clear understand- 
ing ns to the limits of the business of each, 
disputes would be loss fre<iuent and strikes 
wrcmld be fewer. 

All must admit that both employer and 
workinim are, in this country, free. One 
has no right to dictate authoritatively to 
the other. The employer ia free to otTer 
such wages as he thinks he can afl'ord, and 
the workman is free to accept or reject 
that offer as ho sees fit. The workman 
cannot compel the employer to invest his 
money in the way ho thinks most fav 
able to his interests, neither can the em- 
ployer compel tho workman to work at 
labor which he docs not like or when he 
is inclined to rest or play. They are 
both free to make any bargain 
that they can agree upon, and they are 
both, of course, in honesty and in law 
bound to c.-iri-y out the terina (jf their 
agreement faithfully. .So far, it wouUl 
appear that both bein^ agreed there is no 
room for dispute. Well, neither would 
there be if each respected the rights of 
the other. But this they find it hard to 
do. One class is continually trying to 
coerce the other. Not c<jntont with man- 
aging its own business as it sees Qt, it 
endeavors to manage the afl'an-a of tho 
other. .-Vnd then trouble is the rcault. 
Take this Uoiiiox ililliciilty as an instance. 
Some of the iiieii who li;ivo bean employed 
by tho mining company, and who have 
nothing to complain of about the way in 
which it has carried out its agreement with 
them, require the company to discharge 
tho Chinamen who are doing part of its 
work. Whose busiueaa ia it to hire men 
and to manage tho work of road making 
or mining? Is it the business of tlie 
coiiiiiany fir the workmen t Did tho man- 
ager of tho company agree with the men 
who complain that ho would not hire 
Cliiimnieii t \S'u do not liuiir that ho made 
any such stipulation. If he does all that 
he promised when he engaged them, if he 
treats them in. all fea^Qcta as ho agreed 
to, he perforins hia part of - the contract, 
and when they interfere in the manage- 
ment of the business, they take u]ion 
tlicinaoIvBS a duty altogether outside of 
their Contract. Of course, if they want 
to make a new agreement and to have as 
one of its conditions that no Chinamen 
sliall be L-niuloyed by the company, thoy 
hnvo a perfect right to do so, and if they 
determine not to go to work unleaa their 
terms are complied with, they have a right 
to do that, too. But then, again, tho 
Company are perfectly free to accept or 
reject their terms. It will .be for those 
who compose it to decide whether or nut 
thoy will givo their workmen a voice in 
the nianagomoiit of tho business without 
their contributing towards the capital of 
the concern or taking any of its risks. 
For every one muat see that if thoy per- 
mit the men to aay who shall or shall not 
ho oiiiiiloyed, they really givo them a 
share iu the iimiingonient of the buainoss. 
If tho workmou have a right to object to 
the employment of Ohimtm^n they have a 



right to ; object to the employment of 
Jjl^ana^Qr Frenchmen, or Hungarians, 
"or Belgians', or Americans, or, in fact, 
anyone but thotnselvos and those whom 
they approve. 

Now, though workmen have the right 
to refuse employment if work is given to 
men whom thoy do not liko, is it wise for 
them to throw up a job because the em- 
ployers insi.'^t upon hiring whom thoy 
please. . Would any intelligent workman, 
if he had the management of a largo 
oncem, submit to placing so impor- 
tant a part of tlie management inthe hands 
of his employees, who know nothing 
about his business and tho conditions 
under which it is carried on. We are 
(juito certain that there is not one in a 
thousand of them who, if he wore an em- 
ployer, would not insist upon managing 
his business in tho way ho thought beat. 

Are employers, . as a. daas, likely to 
place such power in tho hands of their 
workmen?.: . Would ifc be wise even for the 
workmen's sake that they should do so? 
In theso days of fierce competition the 
success of almost overy business depends 
upon careful, prudent nianagomeut. If a 
busineaa ia recklesaly carried on, and if a 
careful oyo ia not kept upon every branch 
of expenditure, failure is the unavoidable 
result. But failure means to the work- 
nmn loss of work and wages, and all the 
hardships and misery tliat these words 
convey. It ■ is his iutorest, there- 
fore, that tho concern for which he 
works shall be prudently managed, 
and by men who understand their busi- 
nesa. To give a voice in the control of 
the buaineas to men who know nothing 
about it and whose only interest la to get 
aa much out of it as they can is simply to 
invite disaster. When employers then 
refuse to allow workmen to dictate to 
thorn how they shall run their business, 
thoy are only doing what common pru- 
dence demands and what the true inter 
esta of tho men theniselvos reipiiro. If 
the employer faithfully carriea out his 
part of the agreement, the workman ia un 
wise in donianding more than was men 
tioned in his bargain. 

He can, as we have said, ccaae working 
if his terms are not complied with, but ho 
must remember competition in labor is 
now quite as keen as competition in com- 
modities. There are men eagerly looking 
for the work which he refuses, and who are 
willing to take it upon almost any terms, 
It makes very little matter in these days 
where the idle men are. Thoy can bo 
sent for without an hour's loss of tii 
and tliey can be speedily conveyed to 
where thoy are wanted. Tho telegraph 
and the railroad niako distance a matter 
of little importance. A few weeks ago 
tho street car drivers of Now York went 
out on strike. Thoy, too, wanted to oon- 
tiol the management of the companies. 
They had many sympathizers. But the 
car companies were determined to retain 
the management of their business in their 
own hands. Th->y would not yield to the 
demands of tho men, and the citi/.i-ns, 
generally believing tliiit tlu-y were riL;lit, 
put up with the inconvenience of the want 
<*f street car aco iiiinuHlation cheerfully. 
The result A-as that after a little while the 
drivers had to give in. Men were found 
to take their places, and in spite of threats 
and reproaches, they went to work, and 
and the striking drivers saw that if they 
did not yield there would be in a very 
short time no work for them to do. They 
lost a very largo sum in wages, over 
8100,000 it is said, and it was a very poor 
consolation to them to fnul tlmt they liad 
indicted a greater loss on the com|)ariies, 
Reasonable men must see that if em- 
ployers treat their workmen well and 
carry out their bargains to the letter, the 
workmen are foolish and ataiidiiig in their 
own light when they take upon themselves 
to dictate to their employers how they 
shall conduct their business.

There hats been no ap- 
plication made that ha.s not been prompt- 
ly granted. 

Mr. Orr asked the Honorable the 
Attorney - General tho following ques- 
tion: "Wliat steps have been taken, 
and with whal result, to recover the aura 
of §250,000 iro.nihe U.P.K. Co., forfeited 
by them for the uoulullihnent of their 
contract with the ( ioverninent of British 
0(jlunibia in respect t<i the extension of 
the railway tiv Co J Harbor and English 
Bay, and whether it is the intention tc 
prosecute' the suit? 

Answer — An action was brought in 
February, 1887, the company pleading 
amongst other defences tliat they were 
prevented from proceeding with con- 
atruction owing to the injunctions of the 
Supremo Court. On beiialf of tho pro- 
vince it was objected that the statement 
even if true, was no answer to the action. 
The view of tho province was sustained by 
the judgment of the Chief .Justice. An 
appeal was taken to the Full Court in 
March, 1888, wlien the company were 
allowed to amend their defense. A second 
defense raiaed tho same point and argu- 
ment theroon took p ace before Mr. J us- 
ticeGray, and in .fuly, August and Octo- 
ber of last year. J udgmcnt was reserved 
and has not yet hcun yivon. 

RE-REOISTKATIli.V Of VOTKB.S. 

The hon. Attorney Oeneral moved the 
second reading of a bill for the re-regis- 
tration of voters. 

The hon. mover slated that a re-regis- 
tration of voterf had not, taken place for 
many j'c.ars and it was inipnasible to tell 
the "actual number of voters in tho dis- 
tricts. 

Mr Semliu opposed the bdl, which he 
claimed was to abolish the rights to which 
he thought every registered elector was 
entitled. 

Mr. Crrant thought something should 
be done in tiie question touched upon by 
the bill. He had not had any oijportuni- 
ty of looking into the bill, ami would iiave 
more to say alxmt it win n it came up in 
comnnttee. 

Mr. Cowan said tliat nlhcers sliould be 
appointed to collect the names of tho vot- 
ers in every district.

Agreat many people would not have their 
names placed on the voters list in ordei 
to avoid jury duty, and vury many, espe- 
cially in the district, of Cariboo, would not 
take tho trouble to ru-regiator. 

Mr. Ladiier endorsed Mr. C<jwaii's re-

Hon.' Mr. Uunipluvys li. ought there 
was no necessity for tbo bill. It wa.s a 
specimen of lei^islation which he consid- 
ered very dangerous. He thouf^hl the 
governniont had no ric;ht to take away 
frnni any man the right tu vote which he 
had already ai'(|uirod. The right of tlui 
House to eonipul tho whole of tho voters 
to ru-iegiater was very questionablo. If 
tho bill i)as.ted, he thought in sumo dis- 
trictfi it would disfranchise one-third, or 
very iK'arly one-half of tho voters, for a 
few ye.uii anyway, 

Mr. Urr wa.s of the opinion that tho bill, 
if passed, would onl.iil great c.xijenso and 
hardships to the elrdois. lie did not 
consider the bill ueccKsary. A few years 
" ago ho had suggested a hill suniowhat sim- 
• iKl^ fh cha;»oter, but had Itioked more in- 
to ino malfor since and must oondoinn it. 

Hon.Mr. Duiisnuiirthought now was tlie 
time to int roduco tho bill. It allowed tho 
•leotors eightoon inonths to regiiter ba- 
for tho next gonnral election. Not an 
elector in tho jjrovinco whi> wanted to 
have a vote, but would have a chiiiico ti>

Some of the teachers of this Province— 
their uuiubor ia veiy few — seem to bo ac- 
tuated by a desire to worry the educa- 
tional department as much as lies in their 
power. Fortunately they are only a 
handful, and their eliortn to start an agi- 
tation have been quite futile. It is gen- 
erally "found that such a cabal as this is 
iuitiatefl by Bomo, "crank" filled with a 
spirit SmMice't'bward'the'^owers that be. 
Whethet ifislso in this Mease or not the 
little- coterie -if hich ^ia, pising its voice 
against the legislation of tho country beat 
knows. However that may bo, it will bo 
found on careful inveatigalioii that there 
is no good reason for the hostile attitude 
they assume. Tho (pieation of daily 
marking is one whi(^li scribljlera in tho 
press, who possibly would he better em- 
ployed in attending to their dutios as pre- 
ceptors of the young, are very much con- 
cerned with at the present time. Must 
people who have given jthe matter any con- 
sideration will agree 'with us that this 
is the only correct method of recording the 
character of tho recitation of prescribed 
lo3a<)n8. The tost has been had, and has 
been everywhere found to bo the only one 
which has worked satisfactorily. It oc- 
cupies but little of the teacher's time, un- 
less he is a drone of the first water; and a 
monthly report sent to the parent based 
upon his record is as near an approach to 
accuracy us can be attaineil. If ho does 
his duty he can give the parent an excel- 
lent idea, from the month's nmrk.H, of the 
progress his child is making. Daily mark- 
ing from this point of view ia a neceaaity, 
since without this systematic record tho 
report for the month would neeesaaiily 
depend upon guess work or (Jii the whim 
of the teacher, it would In; ainiply nn|)oa- 
sible for any niaii or W(]niaii,inilc!<s po.ssi;.-!a- 
eil of an uxtroaidiiiHry nieni.,ry, to g;uige 
tho standing of the large iiuinlier of impilB 
under bis care, unless by some .such aid, 
This fact mu.st be patent to everybody. 
We imagine that the priiu:ii)al opponents 
ofthosystemarelho.se who iroiu inibil- 
enca are unwilling to devote one day in 
each month to adding up tlin daily recoid, 
notwithstanding the tact that tle'y labor, 
unlike moat other nioit,als. but Ine d;iya 
out of seven. We believe we are (iliite 
within tho truth when we say that ofipnai- 
tion to the present systi;ni ia only cuntined 
to a few boginners in the teaching profes- 
aion, who bumptiously imagine they are 
better judges of tho methods to bo em- 
ployed than those who have .-iieiil ,i life- 
time in the schoolroom, .and in the work 
of education in all its vni 
When these wi,scacrea gaii: 
fif knowledge, it will be 
them to give the piibli 
.of, their views. Then,' seems to lie a pre- 
vailing opiliion thai th'iae teachers 
who have, perhaps thoughtlessly, been led 
into attacking the Edueatiorial Depart- 
ment and tho Legislature, and all inter- 
ested in the pronuilgitinn and carrying 
out of the educational interr-.t.s of the 
province, are making a very gu al mis- 
tJike. Tiiey would unquestionably be 
acting with wisdom if ihey ceased tlieir 
connection with those nihsguided persmis 
— sdmo'of -wfabni- have nothing to lose in 
the matter — who are tho authors of this 
"tempest in a teapot." Daily marking 
is an excellent provision, since it atimu- 
lates effort, indicates the aehievenioiits of 
tho pupil and enables the teacher to make 
reliable record.s and reports. Those who 
are interested in school work in British 
Columbia, parents. more especially, nould 
very much regret any change which would 
impair tho present admirable system.

The government was doing well 
to bring in 'uha bill, and now was the right 
time for its introduction. If the govorn- 
menfc proposed to introtluce such a bill 
next aoesitm he should prupably oppose it, 
OB it would not then allow the electors 
sulHcient time. The electors did not have 
to register at once. Thoy now had plenty 
of time to have thoir names placed on the 
roll. 

C(j1. Baker thought that tho suggestion 
made by the hon. member for Cariboo 
should meet all the objections of tho hon. 
member for Comox. If the different offi- 
cers of the province were instructed to 
collect tho names of tho voters it would 
make a large addition to the list, and ac- 
cordingly enable the members of the 
House the better to represent the views 
of all ihe people. ' • , ' .- ' ' 

The Hon. Attorney-General reviewed 
tho necessity of purging a great many 
names on the voters' list of persons who 
had died or moved out of tho province, 
and slated that he was willing to consider 
any Buggcstiuns thrown out in regard to 
procuring tho names of electors. He 
thought the people to-day were sufficient- 
ly interested in the public welfare to apply 
for re-registration. 

Mr. Allen could see no difficulty what- 
ever in re-registration. The tax collector 
in tho district which he represented would 
bo able and, he thought, willing to assist 
in collecting tho voters' names. 

Hon. Mr. llobson thought that if the 
electors were left to themselves to re- 
register, many of theui would not apply 
for the right. He approved of the sug- 
gestion thrown out by tho hon. member 
for Cariboo in regard to the collection of 
the names. The bill was identically tho 
annie as one introduced by Mr. Orr, and 
which received a first reading in 1870.

TliK.Sl'ASS BILL. 

Mr. Tolmie moved the second reading 
(if a Bill roapocting Trespass on enclosed 
land. 

The hon. mover drew the attention of 
the House to the great expense to, and 

trouble caused residents of the rural dis- 
tricts, especially in the neighborhood of 
Victoria City, by careloaa or malicious 
persons tramping over thoir fields, and 
often destroying thoir growing crops. 
.Sport.smen frequently came into a fann- 
er's land, bringing with them their dogs, 
and in many cases dead sheep were found 
after their departure. Ho conaidered^hat 
thu existing law on trespass was not|.Buf- 
tlcieiit to protect the rights of the farming 
community. 

Mr. Beavon was sorry to be the first to 
oppose a bill presented by the junior 
member for Victoria district, especially as 
it was that hon. gentleman's first bill. He 
was sorry also that he could not compli- 
ment the hon. gentleman im the legisla- 
tion which ho proposed. The presoiil 
statute in regard to trespass wa.s a very 
good one and bo did not see the necessity 
of the bill introduced. Ho <|Uoted Mr. 
Tolmie's deliiiition of "Enclosed Land," 
and proceeded to say that to pass the bill 
was to designate tlie whole of Vancou- 
ver Island and the islands surrounding, 
enclosed laud, upon which trespass was 
p jBsihle. 

Mr. Higgina op])osod the bill in toio. 
He also expressed regret at being forced 
to do BO, but ho could see no good in tho 
ineasuie propoaad. It waa a most perni- 
cious bill, which if jmssod, would intro- 
duce a system of opi)reasion and tyranny 
that would be the means of filling thu 
jails with innocent people. The penalties 
were excessive and the bill had no re- 
deeming features. He hoped that it would 
bo withdrawn. 

Col. Baker defended the definition 
given of "enclosed land." Where land 
ran tu the sea co.^st, the sea was a natural 
boundary. Farmers sufi'ered very much 
from truspaas. Their crops were de- 
atruyeil and thoy were frequently put to 
ijreat loss owing to the absonco of a bill 
similar in ita ])rincii)lo to the ono intro- 
duced. Ho would Hupport the bill. 

Mr. Fry took pleasure in supporting 
tho bill, providing a few moditications 
were made. Farmers in the neighbor- 
hood of Victoria city sufi'ered greatly from 
trespuasera. The hon. leader of the Op- 
position, living iti tlie city of Victoria, 
did not appreciate tho wants of the farm- 
iners. He referred to the farming land 
about N'ictoria as '"only tit for pasture, or 
to place buildings on." Ono of tho great- 
est hardsliipa of the farmer's life was tho 
indiscriminate trespass of city people, wh 
come to his place, tramp through his fields, 
about, tish, carry away his game, and with 
very, very little encouragement, come into 
his house and partake of his hospitality. 
(Laughter.) The people living in the 
city, lie thought, know very little of th 
wants of tho farmers. Tho lines, ho 
thought, were too high, but this could be 
remedied when the bill Was discussed in 
coinmittoe. The principle advocated 
would givi! great Satisfaction to the far- 
mers, He was quite willing, if it was de- 
sired, that the bill ahould only apply to 
Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Anderson, us a representative from 
the mainland anci the reproaentative of a 
farming district, was Strongly in favor of 
the principle of the bill and ' would gladly 
give it his support. He said that it would 
be ditiieult to estimate the amount of 
damage doiio by treapasaora on farmers' 
land. Sportsmen would walk through 
tho lielda with thoir "quiet" dogs ; and 
tho next thing tho farmer would find 
would bo dead sheep. He thought a more 
stringent trespass law was wanted, and 
would support the bill. Tho ((uestion of 
penalties could be considered later. 

Mr. Grant was not able to support the 
bill, and like his leader was sorry that he 
was forced to oppose the first bill intro- 
duced by the junior member for Victoria 
district. He had looked over the Trespass 
Act of 1887, and thouffht that withjdight 
M^mendment it would meet every require- 
' nient. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys supported tho 
principle of tho bill, but took objection 
to some of ita provisions. Ho referred to 
a class of sportsmen, especially near Vic- 
toria city, who would tramp over tho 
farmors' fields with their dogs and guns, 
knowing about as much about guns as a 
Siwaah knows about Greek diphthongs. 
Thoy "wore more likely to kill Bnee|> than 
deer, and wouldn't go near a bear if they 
gob the chance. The bill, with certain 
alterations would, ho thought, be a good 
ono, and ho moved to refer it to a select 
cumiiiittoo for neceasary amendment. 

Hun. Mr. Turner supported the second 
reading. The necessary alterations could 
be made in committee. Tho representa- 
tives uf the farming districts knew what 
tho requirements of thoir districts were. 
Thoy had stated that the bill was desirable 
and the House should defer to them. 

Mr. Tolmie said that he was willing to 
accept tho suggestion of tho hon. member 
for Comox in regard to the appointment 
of a special committee. 
Mr. Nason seconded Hon, Mr. Hhib- 



idireys' motion. He said that coming in- 
to tho House with tho hon. member for 
Victoria District, ho took a groat interest 
in Ilia measure, the principle of which met 
with his approval. 

Tho bill was referred to a select commit- 
tee to consist of Ladner, Fry, Anderson, 
Th omson. and Tolmie. 

House rose to sit again on Tuesday at 
the usual hour.
